of the Mexican 
miners have been increased. 
The number killed in the riots will 
probably never be known.

head date lino: 
“The Northern Pacific railroad is re­ 
moving its shops and division headqurt- 
ers from Fargo and locating them in tho 
eastern part of the city of Moorhead. 
For some time it has been known th at 
tho road was securing land in this vicin­ 
ity with this end in view, but for vari­ 
ous reasons no publicity was given to 
tho plans. Tho land secured is just east 
of the city limits in four sections,nnd is 
about 800 feet wide through parts of 
threo sections on the south side of tho 
present right of way, and about the 
same widthfthrough another section on 
tho north side of the right of way. 


Y a r d s tiro E x te n siv e . 
“Tho yards will be in two parts: one 
for east-bound trains will be south of 
tho track, and one for west bound trains 
will be on the north side. 
Each yard 
will have twelve to fifteen tracks one 
mile each in length. 
Between tho two 
yards will be located the engine and car 
repair tracks, twelve to fifteen in nuoi- 
b r, and each about three-quarters of a 
mile long. 
In addition there will be 
two switching leads, one at each end of 
the yards, each a mile long, making in 
all approximately forty miles of track ­ 
age. 
“Tho contract for a forty-five-stall 
roundhouse has boon let to Newman & 
Hoy of Bt. Paul. This roundhouse will 
bo in the form of three fourths of a cir­ 
cle, with a diameter of THO feet. 
Thoro 
will also be located near this, the car re­ 
pair shop. 200 feet lect long by OO feet 
wide; a coal dock to servo three tracks, 
and two IOO,000-gallon water tanks. 


Fin© W a te r S u p p ly. 
“A. G uthrie A: Co. have the contract 
for building a reservoir 600 feet wide by 
one mile long, running from the east end 
of the yards to the Buffalo river. 
This 
will lower than the bed of the river, and 
will be fed by the river and by artesian 
wells. 
It will supply 500,000 gallons of 
soft water a day for the engines. 
Other 
improvements are contemplated, but 
have not yet been announced. 
“The importance of this move to Moor­ 
head can hardly bo estimated. 
It thus 
becomes a freight terminal surely, and 
probably a passenger terminal.-’
